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We  have  selected  for  the  theme  of  our 
Parnellian  the  tinely  1940  Decennial  Census, 
Throughout  the  book  3*ou  v.'-ill  find  this 
theme  tied  into  the  art  work  of  the  pages 
introducing  each  of  the  six  chapters  and 
into  much  of  the  written  material. 

In  many  respects  the  1940  Parnellian 
is  a  four  year  census  record  of  the  Class 
of  1940,  including  a  population  census  ,  a 
census  of  the  activities  in  which  that  pop- 
ulation has  engaged  during  four  years  of 
high  school  life,  a  census  of  such  influen-- 
cing  factors  on  the  Class  -as  the  .faculty 
and  underclassmen,  and  a  census  of  all  the 
Class's  peculiarities,  failings  and  suc- 
cesses , 

Although  the  Parnellian  is  a  record  of 
our  past  history,  it  looks  into  the  future 
in  that  it  shows  what  equipment  we  have  ac- 
quired in  our  school  careers  to  help  us 
find  our  places  in  the  world  that  opens  its 
doors  to  us  on  the  eve  of  jse-raduation  and 
commencement,  ^e  have  tried  to  tie  togeth- 
er this  past  and  future  idea  of  our  bock 
with  a  frontpiece  depicting  ''"  A  Pvecord  of 
the  Past*,'  from  v/hich  the  four  year  .  reoo^rd 
of  the  Class  has  been  taken,  and  a  closing 
art  plate  depicting  the  "'.-Portals  of-  the 
Puture  ",  into  which  the  Class  is  headed  , 
each  member  bearing  in  his  heart  the  class

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THE  CENSUS  ADMIITISTRATIOi 


The  central  running  gear  for  the  sixte^-^nth  decennial  cenr-us  is  housed 
in  the  Census  Building  shov^n  above. 

The  worlring  unit  in  the  vast  task  of  census  taking  is  the  census 
diTitrict,   There  o.re  about  560  of  these  census  districts,  correspondingly 
generally  to  Congressional  districts  except  rrher-^  the  r.cst  efficient 
adi7ilnistro.tion  requires  variance,   A  district  sup'-rintendent  is  n.n  charge 
ef  each  district. 

The  560  districts  are  further  broken  into  enuneration  districts  of 
which  there  are  about  143,000,   Generally  speaking  there  ic  one  enumerator 
in  each  of  these  districts,  but  in  some  regions  one  enumerator  Trill  cover 
more  than  one  district.   Therefore,  about  121,000  eni,une raters   are  being 
used  for  the  populaticn  and  the  fara  censuses. 

^For  months  before  the  actual  ccnoxis  taking  began  the  geographers  cf 
the  Census  Bureau  were  kept  busy  reproducing  large  scale  ir.aes  of  each  of 
the  143,000  census  districts,  Kach  enumerator  carries  one  of  these  m.aps 
of  his  district  in  his  pertfelic, 

Vfliile  census  officials  are  responsible  for  the  final  determination  of 
the  queries  included  in  the  census  schedules,  these  queries  are  not 
finally  made  without  a  co.reful  study  of  the  needs  of  the  various  econonic^ 
and  social  interests  of  tlie  f-ountry.   Census  officials  confer  v;ith  soe?ial 
organizations,  trade  associations,  eccncnists,  Ooverrim.ental  officials,  and 
with  business,  labor  and  agricultural  leaders  tc  detennine  not  only  what 
infonr.atien  vrculd   be  m.ost  useful  but  tc  get  opinions  on  the  oracticability 
of  obtaining  the  inf crn-iation. 

After  the  census  facts  have  been  collected  and  shinned  to  Wasliinr:ton 
there  is  still  tlie  huge  job  of  recording  and  filing  to' be  taken  care"Vf, 
Tne  Census  Bureau  has  a  tabulating  staff  and  tabulating  maciiiner:,'-  especially 
for  this  purpose.   The  tabulating  equipment  and  personnel  reouirements. 
are  desf^ribed  at  the  beginning  cf  chapter  four  of  this  book,  ^ 
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JOHN   L.  FINAFROCK 

Superintendent  or  Franklin  County  Schools  1922-34 
"To  a  Beloved  Friend  of  Three  Generations'of  School  Children' 


John  L.  Finafrock  was  born  in  St.  Thomas  Township,  on  the  first 
farm  on  Apple  Way  north  of  the  Lincoln  Highway,  December  16,  1871. 

He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  St.  Thomas  and  Ham- 
ilton Townships,  receiving  his  teacher  training  at  the  St.  Thomas 
Summer  Normal  School,  with  special  work  at  Cornell  and  Pennsylvania 
Summer  Schools. 

Mr.  Finafrock  began  his  teaching  career  in  the  Portico  School 
of  Hamilton  Township.  It  was  then  a  one-teacher  school.  After  one 
term  here,  he  transferred  to  St.  Thomas  Township,  where  he  taught  for 
seven  terms,  the  last  two  being  in  the  St.  Thomas  Grammar  School. 

In  1896  Mr.  Finafrock  was  elected  principal  of  the  Mercersburg 
Schools.  He  served  two  periods  in  this  capacity,  from  1896  to  1905 
and  from  1906  to  1915.  He  was  assistant  for  a  few  terms  and  later 
principal  of  the  St.  Thomas  Summer  Normal  School  until  1901. 

In  1915  he  became  Franklin  County's  first  Assistant  County  Su- 
perintendent. In  1920,  while  Assistant  Superintendent,  he  taught  for 
one  Spring  term  at  the  Shippensburg  Normal  School.  Two  years  later, 
in  1922,  he  was  elected  Superintendent  of  the  schools  of  Franklin 
County,  and  reelected  for  two  subsequent  terms  without  opposition. 
Mr.  Finafrock  served  as  County  Superintendent  for  twelve  years.  He 
retired  July  1,  1934. 

At  York,  March,  1927,  Superintendent  Finafrock  was  elected 
the  second  president  of  the  southern  district  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Educational  Association  for  the  1927-28  term. 

Although  Mr.  Finafrock  presumably  retired  in  1934,  he  is  still 
active  in  the  educational  field.  Since  1925  he  has  been  president  of  the 
Kittochtinny  Historical  Society,  having  become  a  director  in  that  or- 
ganization as  early  as  1922.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
of  the  Mercersburg  Academy  and  a  trustee  of  the  Shippensburg  State 
Teachers  College.  He  is  also  a  director  of  the  Franklin  County  Chil- 
dren's Aid  Society.  Since  July  26,  1929  he  has  been  President  of  the 
Enoch  Brown  Park  and  Monument  Association. 

No  other  man  in  Franklin  County  can  boast  of  a  longer  or  more 
varied  career  in  the  educational  field.  The  love  and  respect  Mr.  Fina- 
frock has  left  in  the  hearts  of  his  associates  and  of  the  thousands  of 
school  children  who  knew  him  is  a  fitting  monument  to  a  life's  work 
well  done.
